AILLIAM WALTER THAYER holds the 
| distinction of having been an officer of 
the town at an earlier date than any 
other living man, for in March, 1855, he 
was elected ‘Town Clerk and Treasurer, 


which positions he held for one year. ‘Thirty-nine 
years after this election, he was again chosen Town 
Treasurer, which position he held, by unanimous elec- 
tions, for 12 years, and thus 50 years separate his first 
election and his last. Mr. Thayer is a native of 
Uxbridge, and was born May 1, 1827. His education 
was had in the Uxbridge public schools and the Ux- 
bridge Academy, and his whole life has been spent 
in Uxbridge, with the exception of four years in 
Minnesota. Was Assistant-Postmaster from 1845 to 
1849. For 28 years he was book-keeper in the 
Central Mills. For 22 years he was Clerk and Treas- 
urer of the First Evangelical Congregational Church, 
and for many years Superintendent of its Sunday School. 
The town offices held by Mr. Thayer are as follows: 
Town Clerk, 1855; Treasurer, 1855, 1894 to 1906; 
Trustee Public Library, 1876 to. 1885, 1898 to 1901;

ENRY CAPRON, who holds the record 
of twenty-one years as ‘Cown Clerk and 
Treasurer, was born in Uxbridge Nov.

schools, the Leicester Academy and was also a student 
at East Hampton and Andover. For several years he 
operated a grist mill in the Center, and at different 
times was engaged in manufacture, but subsequently 
turned his attention to agriculture. Was elected Town 

Clerk and Treasurer in 1856, and held these positions 

for 20 years without pay, except the fees attached to 

the clerkship, and later, held the same offices for a 

single year. For several years was ‘Trustee of the 

Uxbridge Savings Bank, was one of the early supporters 

of the Public Library, and was Trustee from 1881 to 

1895.

CHR the oldest man in Uxbridge, was born in 
Coleshaw, England, October 7, 1820, com- 
ing to the United States in 1834. He 
attended school in Millville, Ironstone and 
Uxbridge Center. In 1839 he removed to Rice (Rist) 
City and engaged in shoe making. Later he engaged 
in the lumber business, and for five years worked as a 
carpenter, meanwhile doing some farm work. Later he 
established himself in the teaming business, which he 
continued for many years. He was elected Overseer of 
the Poor in 1873, which position he filled by successive 
elections until 1905, when he relinquished his position 
at the wishes of his family. No other Uxbridge citizen 
has ever been honored by his townspeople by so long a 
service in any official position. Mr. and Mrs. Crocker 
(who was Miss Sophronia Stoddard) have completed 
63 years of married life, and now live at their home on 
Capron Street.

fag ee DALEY, for eight years a member 
of the Board of Selectmen of Uxbridge, 
was born in Dumanway, County Cork, 
Ireland, April 28, 1841. Came to New 
Hampshire with his parents in 1849, and 
removed to Uxbridge in 1853. Attended the public 
schools of the town and worked upon a farm in his 
younger days; later worked as a bootmaker and in the 
woolen mills of the town. Since 1871 has been in the 
grocery business in Wheelocksville. In 1886 he served 


the district as representative in the Legislature, and in 
1892 was elected Selectman for a term of three years, 
serving as Chairman in 1895. Was again chosen Select- 
man in 1903 and was Chairman of the Board until 
March of this year, when he declined to again be a 
candidate. Was a member of the Old Water Com- 
mittee of the town, which purchased the system from 
the water company, and was Chairman of the Water 
Committee which constructed the new system. Was 
a member of the committee which raised the funds and 
erected the Soldiers’ Monument on the Common.

OYAL CHAPIN TAFT, ex-Governor of 
+ Rhode Island, was born February 14, 
1823. From the time he was a year old 
until 1844 was a resident of Uxbridge. 
He then removed to Providence, where 
he has since resided. Was educated in the Uxbridge 
schools and at Worcester Academy. Has for many 
years been a manufacturer of woolen and cotton goods. 
Has held many official positions, including President of 
the Merchants National Bank of Providence from 1868 
until January, 1908, Director and Vice-President of the 
Providence Institution for Savings, Director and from 
1893 to 1907 President of the Boston and Providence 
R. ‘RR. Co.; Director of N. Y:, N: H. & H.R. R. Co. 
for twelve years, Treasurer of Rhode Island Hospital for 
thirteen years, and its President from 1887 to 1903. Is 
now Director of the Rhode Island Hospital Trust Co., 
which office he has held since 1873, and has been a 
Tristee of the Butler Hospital since 1866. Was a 
member of the Rhode Island Assembly from 1880 to 
1883, and was Governor of the State in 1888, declining 
a re-election.

SIANIEL WALDO TAFT was born in Ux- 
i] bridge, July 26, 1833, and, with the ex- 
ception of a few years spent in Oxford, 
Mass., always made Uxbridge his home. 
His education was gained in the public 
schools of Oxford and Uxbridge, Macomber Academy 
and Worcester Academy. When twenty-one years old 
he went to Blackstone to become bookkeeper in the Sea- 
grave mills, leaving this position to operate the Central 
Woolen mills, in Uxbridge. About twenty years later 
the Central mills were sold to the Calumet Woolen 
Company, and Mr. Taft ailied himself with the firm of 
Hobbs, Taft & Company, doing a wool commission busi- 
ness in Boston. In 1895 he was instrumental in organ- 
izing the firm of LTaft-Pierce Company in Woonsocket, 
and in 1902 disposed of his interest and retired to 
private life. In 1865 he was elected moderator of Ux- 
bridge town meetings and served almost continuously in 
that ofhce for thirty-one years, when he refused to ac- 
cept a renomination. In 1876 he was elected Selectman, 
serving three years. In 1886 he represented the district 
in the legislature. He was Vice-President of the Black- 
stone National Bank, member of the Finance Com-

WSIOBERT TAFT, son of John and Lucretia 
Taft, and father of Arthur R. Taft, was 
born in Uxbridge, Hecla village, May 27, 
1819, and died in the town where he was 
born and always lived, March 5, 1891. 


He attended the district school during the winter 
months and, while not pursuing his studies, was em- 
ployed on his father’s farm. When a young boy he 
became a clerk in a grocery store and, later, entered 
business in company with his brother, Jacob Taft, and 
conducted the grocery store in the old brick block on 
the corner of Main and Mendon streets under the firm 
name of R. & J. Taft. When the Civil War broke out 
Robert and his brother Jacob leased what is now the 
Davis & Brown Woolen Mills and manufactured woolen 
cloth. A few years later they purchased the Hecla 
Mill property, the Uxbridge Woolen Co., which mill 
they operated for many years. ‘The brothers also bought 
the Calumet Mill, or the Central Mill as it was then 
called, but did not operate this plant, leasing it to 
Daniel.

FIACOB TAFT, son of John and Lucretia 
Taft, was born in Uxbridge in the village 
now known as Hecla, May 19, 1823, and 
lived in Uxbridge during his entire life. 
He died April 12, 1893. His education 
was gained in the old district schools, his vacations 


being spent on his father’s farm. At an early age he, 
in company with his brother Robert, entered the grocery 
business and, under the firm name of R. and J. Taft, 
conducted a general store in the old brick block on the 
corner of Main and Mendon streets, where Taft Bros.’ 
block now stands, until the Civil War broke out, when 
the brothers leased the mills in the Center now 
owned by the Davis & Brown Woolen Co. A few years 
later they purchased the Uxbridge Woolen Co., the 
Hecla Mill and, later, the Calumet Mill, then known 
as the Central Woolen Mills. The Calumet Mills they 
never operated but leased them to Daniel W. Taft 
until the Calumet Woolen Co. was organized, and 
bought both the Hecla and Calumet properties. Mr. 
Taft served the town as Selectman, and his district as 
representative to the General Court. He wasa Director 
and Vice-President of the Blackstone National Bank.

year 1727. The Act of Incorporation, making the westerly part of the township of Mendon a separate 

township with the name Uxbridge, contained a provision—'’ That the inhabitants of the said town of 

Uxbridge do, within the space of two years from the publication of this Act, erect and furnish a suitable 
house for the Public worship of God, and procure and settle a Learned and Orthodox Minister of good conversation, 
and make provision for his honorable support.’’ 

This provision was not literally complied with, although preaching was maintained for most of the time by 
transient ministers. ‘The first minister was not settled till the first Monday in February, 1731. In the interim, a 
meeting-house, which was also used as a town-house, was erected. In July 7, 1730, the people, in town meeting 
assembled, voted to call Mr. Nathan Webb, and in February, 1731, he was ordained and installed, the town making 
provision for his support by taxation. 

Early in the year 1730, Rev. J. Dorr, pastor of the mother church in Mendon, organized the Church of 
Christ in Uxbridge with nine members, most of whom had been members of the mother church. 

The pastorate of Mr. Webb extended over a period of forty-one years, during which time there appears to 
have been no other religious services, though a few Friends, or Quakers, lived in the southerly part of the town, and 
a meeting-house was built for their use in the year 1770. 

The death of the first pastor occurred in March, 1772. 

Soon after his death, the meeting-house was torn down and rebuilt on, or very nearly on, the same site. “This 
house stood on the town common, probably just in front of the present site of the First Congregational (Unitarian) 
Church about where the street runs. An old pen-and-ink sketch shows it standing with its length running nearly 
north and south, with the road separating and passing on either side of it. 

The second pastor, Rev. Hezekiah Chapman, was ordained June 27. 1774, and continued till April-5, 1781. 
Then followed Rev. Josiah Spaulding, September 11, 1783—October 27, 1787. Rev. Samuel Judson was settled 
October 17, 1792. This pastorate continued for forty years. 


, \HE administration of religion in the town of Uxbridge began with the corporate existence of the town in the 


In June, 1797, occurred the separation of the Church and Town, when the First Congregational Society was 
incorporated, composed of 90 men resident in the town, which society succeeded to the ownership of the property, 
including the meeting-house and “all such securities and monies as have heretofore been designated and known by 
the name of the Ministerial securities or monies of said town, and of improving the same by appropriating the 
annual interest arising therefrom to the support of a Public Teacher of Piety, Religion and Morality in said 
Society.’ 

In 1831, near the close of Rev. Samuel Judson’s pastorate, Congregationalism in Uxbridge was rent by what 
was known as the “Unitarian Controversy,’ the occasion being the settlement of a successor of the aged pastor. The 
parties not being able to agree and work longer together, the more conservative party, with the aged pastor, with- 
drew from the First Congregational Society and formed themselves into the First Evangelical Congregational Society 
and built the meeting-house now standing on the west side of the common. Soon after the First Congregational 
Society built the church now standing on the east side. 


‘The successors of Rev. Samuel Judson have been as follows:

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FRIENDS OR QUAKERS. 


It appears that a few families of Friends lived in Uxbridge at the time of its incorporation, or very soon after- 
wards, being probably connected with the “ Smithfield Monthly Meeting.’’ In May, 1770, that meeting ordered a 
house to be built in the south part of the town, the same now standing, though regular meetings therein have been 
discontinued. Since the suspension of meetings the remaining Friends have been connected with the Northbridge 
and Worcester Meetings. ‘he approved ministers of the Uxbridge Meeting were as follows: Moses Farnum 
(on a part of whose farm the Meeting-house was built), Daniel Aldrich, Richard Mowry, Job Scott, Israel Saben, 
Royal Southwick, Daniel Clapp, Abner Sprague, Timothy K. Earle, John B. Daniels, Salonel C. Wheeler, George 
S. Southwick. Besides these, “* Travelling Ministers’’ often preached. 


NORTH UXBRIDGE BAPTIST CHURCH. 4 


The North Uxbridge Baptist Church was organized June 22, 1842, and on the same day the Rev. Austin 
Dobbins was ordained and installed. He remained till 1850. During the next four years the pulpit was supplied by 
Revs. Job Boomer, Joseph Smith and Joseph Tillinghast, each serving about a year. 


The following have been the pastors since 1854: 
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The church worshipped in a hall for nearly forty years until the present house of worship was dedicated in 


August, 1881. 


THE CATHOLIC. CHURCH: 
ST. MARY’S. 


The first Catholic service held in Uxbridge was by Rev. Fr. McGrath in 1850. Rev. Charles O’Reiley 
secured the lot on which St. Mary’s Church now stands. In 1853 Bishop Fitzpatrick established the parish and in 
August of that year appointed Rev. E. J. Sheridan as resident pastor, with missions at Millbury, Grafton, North- 
bridge and Douglas. St. Mary’s Church was built and dedicated in 1855. Rev. Father Sheridan was succeeded in 
1867 by Rev. Dennis O’ Keefe, who remained one year. Rev. Dennis C. Morgan was appointed in May, 1868, and 
remained till 1871. Rev. Henry L. Robinson succeeded, being pastor from 1871 till 1889. Rev. Thomas Sullivan 
was appointed in 1889 and died in office, December 11, 1898. Rev. M. A. O'Sullivan, the present pastor, was 
appointed in December, 1898. 

Since the establishment of St. Mary’s Parish, each of the four missions has become an important parish. 


THE CHURCH OF THE GOOD SHEPHERD. 


In 1904 the Catholic population in the northerly part of Uxbridge and the southerly part of North- 
bridge, in and about the village of Linwood, had become so large that the Parish of the Good Shepherd was 
established, October 19, 1904, and Rev. A. Henry Powers was appointed pastor. The first service was held Oct. 
31st in the old electric power station which had been fitted for the purpose. Steps were immediately taken 


towards building a new church, ground being broken for this purpose July 6, 1905. This was so far completed 
July 1, 1906, that the basement was occupied for services which, till then, had been continued in the old power 
station. “he church was completed for occupation by July 1, 1907. Over $45,000 have been expended on the 
building and grounds. 


METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


The Methodists began to hold services in 1874 in Taft’s Hall, Rev. Mr. Merrill, of Whitinsville, supplying. 
The Church was organized December 19, 1875, by Rev. Dr. Haskell, presiding Elder of the Worcester district. 
Revs. Mr. Pomory and John W. Collier each preached a few months and Rev. J. H. Tompson was appointed to the 
charge. During his pastorate the present house of worship was built at a cost of about $6000. 

The succeeding pastors have been as follows: Revs. Charles Perkins, J. ©. Kennedy, John Capen, B. J. 
Johnston, J. Pendell, J. P. Chadbourne, E. H. Tunnecliffe, A. Dechman, E. Swartz, F. A. Everett, B. L. Jennings, 
J. H. Tompson (a second pastorate), E. M. Lutterman, G. W. Barney. 


CONG CaS ON 


In concluding this brief outline of the institutions of religion in Uxbridge, the writer desires to acknowledge 
the courtesy of the several pastors for information freely given. In his letter of information Rev. Fr. Powers, of the 
Church of the Good Shepherd, mentioned the great kindness showed to that Church by the members of the Baptist 
Church, their nearest neighbors. The writer would also add that such kindness is an index of the kindly feeling and 
good fellowship existing at the present time, and for many years, between the people of the several churches—a 
kindness often manifested—indicating a growing appreciation of each other’s point of view and a determination on 
the part of all that variance of creed shall not make any of us false to the ideals of Christian life.

A year later the mill 
was burned and soon after rebuilt and operated 
by the brothers until 1888, when the business 
was taken by Samuel F. Scott, the present 
proprietor; and H. W. Morse. Mr. Scott died 
October 3, 1897.

Cindeveloped Wesources of Uxbridge 


By LEANDER S. ALDRICH 


N starting out on this subject the value of these undeveloped resources depends upon the standpoint from which 
they are viewed and compared. I take for my method of fixing value, not alone what they can produce in dol- 
lars and cents, but the contentment, security from outside troubles and the satisfaction which can be gained 

from the knowledge of accomplishing the best that can be done with what comes to our hands to do with. Inorder 
to make the subject clear it will be necessary to consider to some extent the history of what development there has 
already been accomplished. Uxbridge is about six miles north and south by four miles east and west, containing 
about 16,160 acres of good average soil. Taking from a composition of a young lady written in the year 1832, as 


given in the address by Judge Henry Chapin, at that time the land of the town was divided as follows : 


1,097 acres in Tillage. 1,924 acres in Upland Mowing. 1,178 acres in Meadow Mowing. 
4,612 acres in Pasture. 352 acres in Roads. 315 acres in Water. 
4,000 acres in Forests. 1,962 acres in Unimproved Land. 136 acres in Barren Land. 


Population 2,036; which goes to show that for each of the inhabitants about four and one-third acres 
were in use. They lived well, built their houses, and raised everything they needed to eat, excepting tea, spices, 
coffee, sugar and molasses. 

They also laid up money and neither knew nor cared anything about railroads; in fact, our forefathers lived en- 
tirely off their farm products, and agricultural possibilities were greater than at the present time. In contrast, Canada 


and the West raises our hay and grain, Chicago kills and ships our meats, Minnesota makes our flour and Maine 


raises our potatoes. If the railroads were all destroyed at once the town would starve to death in spite of our fac- 
tories and the money in the banks. ‘The railroads have made us, as a town, helpless and dependent on the West 
which is growing rich and powerful off the East, and are able to dictate the price of our food and labor, and in poli- 
tics to elect their men, and pass tariff laws to control our factories, just because they improve the natural resources 
and draw from the land. 

In farming land there are hundreds of acres of good land that have been neglected and allowed to grow up to 
brush—whole farms. In travelling through the woods we find the cellars of the houses and the stone walls which 
show that the land was once in use. I have in mind several pieces of meadow land, that are being mowed each year , 
under a hot August sun, getting a poor quality of hay which costs all it is worth to get it, and the brush is creeping in 
each year on all sides. Now, quite a proportion of these meadow lands might be improved and turned into cranberry 
bogs which would bring in a good income. According to the census of 1895, all of the land in Uxbridge in cranberries 
was five acres. 

Our pasture lands are in an undeveloped state, they are covered with brush so that there is not enough feed 
for the cattle that are needed to supply the dairy products for the town. If they were cleared they would feed four 
times the cattle that they do today, and this could be accomplished without a serious outlay of money. 

In regard to our timber resources, it goes without saying that the supply of available timber is almost exhausted, 
yet there are more acres covered with wood, than seventy-five years ago. Now, in order to obtain profit from diese. 
lands in the future, something must be done. ‘The woods are full of a worthless growth of brush, weeds and trees 
that have no value, and never will, which choke the growth of the good timber, draw the nourishment from the soil, 
and when there is a fire furnish heat enough to destroy the good. In order to develop these timber lands the worth- 


less material must be removed. 


WATER POWER. 
In regard to the Blackstone, Mumford and West rivers, there are no available sites for any more power plants, 
but at all the mills, according to the figuring of the streams, more power could be obtained by installing another wheel, 


which would be a profitable investment. “Che Emerson Brook rises in the west part of the town, and flows nearly 


through the centre of the town, and empties into the Blackstone river. ‘This stream falls nearly two hundred feet in 
going three miles and turns one wheel with a fall of thirty feet. “There were once three other wheels on this stream 
which have gone to decay within forty years. G. W. Hobbs, Esq., in the History of Worcester County, written in 
1889, states that “‘ if this stream were developed and its waters stored, it would turn the wheels of all the factories in 
town.” 

Ironstone or Forge Brook is in the south part of the town. It is formed by a brook which rises in Burrilville 
and flows into the reservoir, and below the reservoir it receives the Bacon Brook, which is formed by the Good Stone 
and the Card Machine brooks. From source to mouth this stream has about one hundred and fifty feet fall and once 
had six wheels; now there are only two and both of them idle. The Rivulet stream also drains a large area. 
On this stream there were three wheels, now there is only one, and that idle. All of these could be used with the 


water wheels of today and be more efficient than they were with the old wheels. 


One of the causes that contribute to the abandonment of these small water privileges is the change in the length 
of the day that the water can be used, which changes the per cent. of the flow used from about seventy in old times 
to about forty now. Along the courses of these small streams are places where their water could be stored to equal- 


ize their flow, and thus increase their value for water power. 


NATURAL DEPOSITS. 


Granite is very abundant in the town as well as plenty of other stone. In addition to the quarries that are al- 
ready developed, there are boulders which work to a very good advantage, and in the southerly part of the town, be- 
tween Aldrich street and the road to the Happy Hollow mill, there is a ledge one half mile long, all ready to operate 


without much expense and within one half-mile of the railroad. 


In the north-easterly part of the town are beds of gravel, and also one near Skull Rock on land of A. M. Sea- 
grave, which are very valuable for road building as the gravel will track and make a road almost as good as macadam. 
Also scattered through the town are other beds which are valuable for the cement industry, which, at the present 
time, is one of the most important. 


Iron ore, in the form of limonite, or bog iron, is found in the vicinity of the Forge Brook, which was formerly 
dug and used at the forge there, and is said to have made a superior quality of iron. Iron was also found on the land 
now owned by the Laurel Brook Club. 

Silver is found at the old Tucker mine, on the land of the late Comfort R. Thomson. When this mine was 
worked, at that time, the cost of working and transportation were so great that there was no profit in working the 
mine, but with the facilities of the present, it might be made to pay a profit. Lead is found in connection with this 
silver. 

Peat is found in Peat Swamp near Pout Pond, and also could be obtained in all of the cedar swamps, where it 
could be used, at a profit, by draining the swamps, as has been done on a large scale at one of the swamps of Cape 


Cod. 


In the south part of the town, near the Blackstone river, are beds of clay, which make good brick. A great 
many bricks have been made here, but there is plenty of clay left on the land of the late Welcome Farnum. 

There are several springs in town of great value on account of the purity of the water; Cold Spring, on the 
Douglas road, one on the land of Arthur R. Taft, near Mud Pond, and one at Ironstone, near the site of the old 
shoddy mill. Beside these springs of clear water, is the Mineral Spring at the old Shuttle shop property, where Dr. 
Willard used to dip his insane patients. A great deal of money is made now-a-days by bottling spring water and sel- 
ling it. 

Last, but not least, among the undeveloped resources of the town, are the eight hundred school children upon 


whom Uxbridge has got to depend for her future, and it is for us to see to it that their development is not neglected

In 1899 he leased the Water street mill in Worcester, 
which he operated until 1901, when, in company with 
his nephew, Charles W. Scott, he bought the Capron 
mill in Uxbridge, which the firm now operates. Mr. 
Scott is the oldcst, in point of membership, in the Ux-

Industrial Development. 





By STANLEY HH. WHEELOCK 


HE life and prosperity of a town or city is dependent, almost entirely, upon its business activities and industries. 

Let a town isolate itself from the activities of the industrial world and in an incredibly short space of time 

it will become a nonentity. ‘The people of this country demand life and activity and plenty of it. This 

fact has already obtained an international reputation and despite direful results, as shown by too much prosperity, the 
American people pursue their gigantic endeavors undaunted. 

Uxbridge, set apart from Mother Mendon in 1727, started in at once to make the most of her opportunities. 

As most of the scattered inhabitants had land and property which required constant watchfulness, the early industries 


consisted of little more than individual shops for blacksmithing, carpentering and boot-making. 


As years passed on the town grew and the natural water-ways began to be developed. In 1824 the Blackstone 
Canal was built and continued in service until 1848, when the Providence and Worcester Railroad, which afforded a 
much speedier means of locomotion, gradually usurped the heavy freight business which had sprung up from the two 
big cities, between which Uxbridge was one of the chief industrial points. Owing to her natural water facilities Ux- 


bridge readily became a manufacturing community. 
As early as 1810, Daniel Day built the first woolen mill in this section of the country. It was a structure 20 x 40 
feet, two stories high, and was situated on the West River and very near the site where the Satinet Mill of Mr. S. F. 


Scott now stands.

The equipment consisted of a billy, a jenny with thirty spindles, and a hand loom; a couple of years later four 
more looms were added. ‘The first Cotton Mill in town, called the Uxbridge Cotton Mills, was erected by Benjamin 
Clapp in 1812, and is now operated by Mr. James F. Whitin. 


When it is considered that the first cotton mill built in the United States for manufacturing purposes was 
started in 1790 by Samuel Slater, and the first attempt at manufacturing woolens was made only three years later by 
John and Arthur Schofield, it may be seen what a comprehensive knowledge our forefathers had of a business that has 
since developed into gigantic proportions and has brought considerable wealth and prosperity to this section of the 


country. 


After 1810 new mills were started in town with a determination toward success which left no room for doubt. 
In 1814 the Ironstone Mill was built on Forge Brook by William Arnold and others. The second woolen mill in 
town was built the same year by the Rivulet Manufacturing Company. In 1820, the Capron mill was erected, now 
run by Davis & Brown, who manufacture a satinet fabric. In 1824 dams were built for the Luke Taft mill, the 
Wacantuck, at present owned by the C. A. Root Company, and also for the Uxbridge Woolen mill, the Hecla mill, 
owned by the American Woolen Company. In 1834 Alvin Cooke started a small mill on the Emerson Brook, which, 
since 1880, has been known as Lee’s Shoddy mill. For several years no new mills were added to the town, and it 
was not until 1852 that Moses Taft laid foundations for the Central mills, now the Calumet, and the property of the 
Stanley Woolen Company. The last mill to be started was in 1880. It was used by Mr. C. C. Capron for making 
shoddy, but has been changed to a satinet mill and is operated by J. R. and C. W. Scott. 


Although the history of these mills has been varied and diversified, they stand today the nucleous and back-bone 


of the town’s industrial activity. 


Nearly all of the mills are equipped with the latest machinery and are manufacturing products, that are bravely 
withstanding the fierce competition to which they are ever subject in the New York market. The Uxbridge Wor- 
sted Company, a concern leasing a part of the old Wacantuck property, was one of the first mills of its kind to adopt 
the Draper Automatic loom for weaving cotton worsteds. ‘This innovation has proved to be a decided success. The 


American Woolen Company, since taking possession of the Hecla mill has transformed it from a woolen mili into a 
modern yarn mill. 

The products of the other mills consist of high grade Men’s Wear, Woolens and Worsteds, Ladies and Chil- 
dren’s Dress Goods, Overcoatings and Cotton Sheetings. 

The quarries in Uxbridge have been worked to a considerable extent. The largest of these is operated by the 
Blanchard Brothers, who employ over one hundred men. Their chief product, a grade of Gneiss granite, loaded on a 
train at the quarry, is much sought after by large construction companies in Providence, New Bedford and New York. 

In addition to her other attainments the town has become somewhat of an electrical centre. The Uxbridge 
and Northbridge Electric Company which furnishes power for the Blackstone Valley Street Railroad Company, be- 
sides lighting this town with arc and incandescent lights, produces a current that is used in East Douglas, Northbridge, 
Grafton and Millbury. 

Other manufacturing interests which have been established in the past are: The Uxbridge Card Clothing 
Company, the Wilder Screw Manufacturing Company, a Carriage manufactory run by Theodore B. Whitin, and a 
Tape Concern. 

While Uxbridge will ever point with becoming pride to her manufacturing establishments as being a direct 
means of increased population and valuation to the town, she assumes at the same time a rank in the state as a thriv- 
ing agricultural community. ‘The fields and hillsides have been well tilled, and while there is no one product from which 
she has become renowned, a variety of excellent fruits and vegetables are raised, and very pleasing results are shown at 
the Annual Fair of the Blackstone Valley Agricultural Society, which is this year celebrating its twenty-fifth anni- 
versary. 

The town also has her numerous smaller industries. Her coal and lumber yards, her machine shops, contrac- 
tors, stores, markets, and newspapers all aid the town in making it possible to support and maintain the public schools, 


good roads, an excellent water system, banks, churches and library, all of which the town of Uxbridge is justly proud.
